JERUSAUM, March 23 (/Ph - 
Representatives of Palestine’s 
600,000 Jews announced tonight 
a provisional Jewish govern­ 
ment would b egin operation in 
the Holy Land May 16, a day 
after the British yield their 
mandate. 
In a joint meeting of the Jew­ 
ish Agency and Jewish National 
Council in Tel Aviv the Jews 
rejected any plan for a Holy 
Land trusteeship, as su^ested 
b y the United States to the 
United Nations. 
Jewish-Arab warfare contin­ 
ued, with a b itter b attle raging 
tonight in the Montefiore dis­ 
trict of Jerusalem, a heavily- 
fortified Jewish area. An Arab - 
driven truck ex ploded in the 
district, demolishing b etween 30 
and 40 houses, an official state­ 
ment sai<J. A British soldier was 
killed in the gim b attle that 
followed.

LAKE SUCCESS, March 23 m —

States has employed in Italy a “poli­ 
cy of rude pressure and b lackmail." 
It was the first reference here to 
Italy since the Western Powers call­ 
ed for the return of Trieste to Italy. 
Grcanyko dejiounced all charges 
against Russia in the Czechoslovak 
ca se as b eing 'groundless. He said 
ttie Czechoslovak people would not 
yield to “b lackmaU" and “cheap 
propaganda” coming from the ros­ 
trum of the Security Council. 
AnsUn Answer Gromyko 
Warren R. Austin, chief United 
States delegate, promptly answered 
Gromyko’s hour-long b last against 
the Euro|iean policies of the United 
States, Britain and France. 
Austin attacked what he called 
these “fsntastio stories ab out the 
United Btates.”

White House Bares 
Revenal Of Policy 


WASHINGTON, March 23 (P) — 
President Truman tossed overb oard 
today ^administration plans for a 
civilian governor over the American 
occupation zone to Germany. The 
White House annoimced that Gen. 
Lucius D. Clay w"ould remain as 
military governor. 
This reversal of policy evidently 
was decided upon b y the President 
and his diplcunatic and military ad­ 
visers as one more step to his “stop 
Communism” effort, 
Germany is a key position in the 
conflict b etween East and West and 
any change of administration there 
in the near future, some officials 
said, might have had the effect of 
w'eakening the American position in 
Europe due to the uncertainty and 
confusion whi<to could result from 
a shakeup at the top. 
Gen. Clay had indicated several 
months ago his desire to resign this 
year as American governor in Ger­ 
many b ut as result of today’s an­ 
nouncement there was speculation 
that he would stay on indefinitely. 
The Army Department said he has 
never filed any formal request for 
retirement. 
The White House announcement 
came suddenly and without fore­ 
warning. In ' this respect it was 
comparab le to last Friday’s Ameri­ 
can move in the United Nations 
Security Council to have the plan 
for partition of Palestine suspended 
and also to the announcement on 
Saturday of the Western Power pro­ 
posal to r^tore Trieste to Italy.

Soviet Amb a.ssador Alex ander S. 
Panyushkin charged tonight that a 
“monstrous” slander campaign is 
b eing waged against Russia—a na­ 
tion that “has always stood and 
stands now for peace and interna­ 
tional co-operation. 
In his first major speech in this 
country, the youthful envoy charged 
that Winston Chiuchill and Amer­ 
ican forces of “international reac­ 
tion” are trying to stir up enmity 
against the Soviet Union. 
“They will never succeed,” he 
declared, 
Panyushkin said the phrase “iron 
curtain” was “two little catch-words 
put into circulation b y the light 
hand of Goeb b els and later picked 
up b y Churchill. 
He said, however, to an address 
at a dinner meeting of the Na­ 
tional Council of American-Soviet 
Friendship: 
Defends Czech Coup 
“It is not the Soviet Union, b ut 
certain circles from the camp of 
international reaction, which are 
well known to all of us, which have 
lowered this curtain to order to 
conceal b eyond it the truth ab out 
the Soviet Union and ab out coun­ 
tries of Eastern Europe.”

America Sho u/ct Be 
To/d About Yalta Parley 


If the wo rld situatio n to day is “ v ery , v ery serio us.** 
AS Secretary Marshall say s, and as President Truman 
implied in his message to Co ngress Wednesday , and 
If the United States is clo se to war, as fo rmer Secre­ 
tary o f State By rnes ev idently thinks, it is high time 
that the Administratio n to ld Co ngress and the Amer­ 
ican peo ple abo ut any secret agreements made with 
Russia at Yalta. 
• 
There Is a widespread feeling to day , amo ng tho se 
who fear So v iet ex pansio n as well as amo ng Stalin’s 
Apo lo gisU, that in do minating Czecho slo v akia and 
campaigning against Finland, Russia is o nly “ co n- 
jo Udating” a po sitio n acco rded her by Ro o sev elt and 
Churchill at the Yalta co nference. Wet, mo re than 
three y ears after the ev ent, the public still do es no t 
kno w all that happened at Yalta. 
The three-po wer co mmunique, issued in February , 
1 64 5 , to ld no thing ex cept so me o f the plans fo r dealing 
with po stwar Germany . It has been assumed that 
Russia was granted a “ sphere o f influence” ro ughly 
embracing ev erjrthing east o f the Elbe-Adriatic line. 
It is assumed that Czecho slo v akia was included but 
no t No rway . Yet there is no published o fficial reco rd 
o f the co nference to pro v e o r dispro v e these assump­ 
tio ns. 
The difficulty is that the mo re impo rtent co nv er- 
Batlo ns at Yalta were held by Ro o sev elt, Stalin and 
Churchill, with o nly interpreters present and appar­ 
ently with no reco rd kept. Ro o sev elt is dead and can­ 
no t say what was agreed upo n. Churchill can say , 
but has remained silent to date. Stalin, to d, has kept 
quiet, tho ugh his co ntro lled press assumes that ev ery 
ex tensio n o f the Iro n Curtain Is right, pro per and ev en 
legal. Surely o ne wo uld suppo se that if Ro o sev elt 
“ awarded” Czecho slo v akia to Russia the Kremlin 
wo uld be Justify ing its claim no w by quo ting chapter 
and v erse fro m Yalta. 
•Perhaps Ro o sev elt agreed that Czecho slo v akia 
sho uld be o riented to ward Mo sco w in fo reign po licy 
but sho uld remain free and independent in do mestic 
affairs. But if that is true, the Co mmunist co up at 
Prague can hardily be called a “ co nso lidatio n” o f the 
So v iet po sitio n. 
The blunt truth Is that the American pe<Yle and 
their Co ngress do no t kno w what happened at Y a l^ 
If President Truman and Secretary Marshall kno w. 
It is their duty in this tense ho ur to teU the co unty . 
If they do no t kno w, because o f inco mplete reco r 
kept, there sho uld be no apo lo gies fo r o r resignatio n 
to whatev er Russia wants to do in an assumed sphere

^ ^ w a ys troublesome 
but symptoms fre- 
q u e n 1 1 y 
m ak e 
their 
appearance 
after injury, in­ 
fection, or some

,nor. T his is par­ 
ticularly true of 
those who dev elop 
ulcers, 
gangrene, 
and other d i s - 
trcssing lesions. 
In other words,

when t h e blood 
supply is inade­ 
q uate, m ishaps of 
all types m ust be av oided as they 
can precipitate im plcasant compli­ 
cations. T his m eans tha t the feet 
should be handled “w ith k id glov es.” 
In walk ing, care ought to be tak en 
not to stub a toe: when standing in 
a street car or t o, if possible the 
indiv idual m ust guard against hav ­ 
ing his feet stepped on by park ing 
a t a safe distance from other pas­ 
sengers. T he work ing m an who hits 
heav y objects should be eq ually 
cautious. 


A nother v aluable prev entiv e m ea­ 
sure Is the use of well fitted shoes 
and hose. This wUl minimize not 
only corns, calluses, and pressure 
points but traum a. 
Furtherm ore, 
heav y sock s k eep the parts warm. 
Cleanliness cannot be ov erem pha­ 
sized. M any m inor abrasions and 
scratches would nev er hav e become 
infected had the feet been washed 
daily. W hen bathing or soak ing the 
extrem ities, the w ater should not be 
too hot because hea t Increases local 
metabolism. T his in tu rn calls for 
more blood but since the arteries 
are narrow ed and cannot deliv er 
the necessary q uota, tissue dam age 
ensues. Moreov er, it is a good rule 
to k eep the sk in soft w ith oliv e oil, 
cccoa butter, or cold cream to dis­ 
courage crack ing and callus for­ 
m ation. 
Ringworm is also partial to the 
v ictim of poor circulation and u n­ 
less this infection is controlled, it 
often prov es annoying. B ut strong 
remedies m ay be dangerous for tis­ 
sues w ith a sluggish blood supply.

Citizens are 
q uite willing to bear high taxes as 
a sacrifice for w ar objectiv es, but 
in peacetim e high tax rates become 
a form of punishm ent for thrift 
and talent and creativ e ability. 
The need for tax reduction has 
been apparent ev er since the war 
ended. Congress now is acting on 
the assumprion that war is not 
near. If war comes* tax rates will 
be ufted higher ov ernight. 
Cm liloii Against Depressio n 
T he principal argum ent lor lax 
reduction is the need to protect the 
nation against depression. The pre­ 
sent-day economy is imperilled by 
the fact tha t indiv iduals do not 
hav e enough money after m eeting 
expenses 
to inv est in securitie.*.. 
Unles* risk capital ii av ailable from 
priv ate 
sources, 
the 
gov ernm ent 
m ust furnish it. Tlus leads to state 
socialism and the destruction of in­ 
div idual 
liberties, 
including 
the 
stifling 
of 
the 
priv ate 
initiativ e 
which has built America. 
T he 
radicals, 
of 
course, 
tight 
ev ery form of tax reduction tha t 
can strengthen the present thrift 
. system because they w ant to de­ 
m olish it and substitute state cap­ 
italism . I t is precisely this trend 
which the CIO and other radical 
organizations hav e fav ored, little 
realizing tha t to destroy the priv ate 
sav ing and priv ate papilal system 
is to bring the chaos from which 
communism or fascism usually rise.

Palestine and Trieste 


ECAUSE W E hav e 
liv ed 
in 
crises and fear for 
n e a r l y 
two decades, we lack the sta ­ 
bility to appraiMS historic v al­ 
ues. Cowardice is not caution; it is 
lack of character; It Is egotism de­ 
generated to egocentricity. 


I t la eowardice ra the r tha n 
principle tha t 
controls 
policy 
in this country now. I t Is not 
the caotion of statesm anship 
in the face of great ev ents; it 
is the petty fear of those who 
dare not m eet ohllv lwi. It I* 
not national; It Is personal. 


Let us analyze Palestine and T ri­ 
este as examples of the pursuit of 
opportunity rather tha n adherence 
to principie. 
T he Palestine problem arises out 
of the Balfour D eclaration in 19 17.- 
Therefore, there has been am ple 
tim e to form ulate a policy which Is 
based either upon high principle, 
self-interest, or a com bination of 
both. Up to 19 45, the U nited S tates 
ostensibly supported 
the 
general 
purposes of the Balfour D eclaration, 
which recognized the establishm ent 
“in Palestine of a national home.” 
T he B ritish in 19 39 offered, in a 
W*hite Paper, a solution to tha t 
problem which actually was as good, 
if not superior, to the P artition 
Plan of the U nited Nations. This 
19 39 plan was rejected by American 
Zionists who led in opposition to 
Dr. Chaim W eizmann. who. as world 
head of the Zionists, was willing to 
accept it. 


The then President of the 
United States, who exerted an 
unparalled influence ov er Amer­ 
ican Jewry, played a double­ 
game, 
supporting 
both 
th© 
Jewish 
and 
British 
positions 
w ith such ^ iU as only he could 
display. 


Subseq uently war came and went. 
The Arabs 
were 
generally 
pro- 
Nazi. but the B ritish, v iewing the 
com plicated problems of their w an­ 
ing 
empire, 
courted 
them . 
Mr. 
Roosev elt then supported both the 
Jew s and the Arabs so ingeniously 
tha t he k ept, for himself, the sup­ 
port of the American Jews on elec­ 
tion day, while 
he assisted the 
Arabs to recreate a univ ersal state, 
financed by Am erican money and 
credits. 
H arry 'Truman inherited this sit­ 
uation and v iewed it strictly iu 
term s of an Am erican election is­ 
sue. He wanted to‘ preserv e the 
economic adv antages of our associa­ 
tion w ith the Arab univ ersal state, 
whereas George M arshall w anted to 
m aintain rigidly the diplomatic and 
m ilitary alliance with G reat B ritain 
which is the basis of his policy. B ut 
they did not wish to antagonize 
the Jewish v ote in big cities. 
m 
The P artition Plan was put 
ov er by the U nited States on the 
as.sumption tha t it would as.sist 
T rum an to be re-elected. As 
soon as H arry T rum an’s calcula­ 
tors were assured tha t not only 
would he not carry New York 
State, but tha t Henry W allace 
would probably get more v otes 
in New York City than Trum an, 
the President and his am azing 
Secretary of State decided to 
k ill Partition, which they hav e 
done—k illing 
the 
last v estige 
of UN authority along with ii. 


T heir only excuse for k illing P ar­ 
tition is tha t they cannot put it 
ov er, largely because they fear an 
international force lest the Russians 
dem and representation on it eq ual 
to tha t of the United States. Were 
such a force composed of Citizens 
of countries other than the United 
S tates and Russia, it would un­ 
doubtedly include soldiers from Be- 
hind-the-Iron-C urtain 
countries. 
Hav ing no desire to face tha t issue, 
they junk the C harter of the United 
Nations. Is this the tim e and the 
w*ay to abandone it? 
Again. 'Trieste was 
an 
Italian 
city with a mixed population in­ 
cluding Yugoslav s, It should hav e 
rem ained Italian, but 
to placate 
Stalin and Tito, we endangered the 
national existence of Italy, threa t­ 
ened the peace of the M editerran­ 
ean and imperiled Prance by m ak ­ 
ing Trieste a “free territory" under 
a G ov ernor-G eneral appointed by 
the United Nations.

Junk ed and III© Italians, an iii© 
ev e of an elecilmi. are ©neo« r- 
aged to believ e tlia l Trieste will 
be returned to them .

Churchill a t the Y alta conference. Wet, more than 
three years after the event, the public still does not 
know an th a t happened a t Yalta. 
The three-power communique, issued in February, 
1945, told nothing except some of the plans for dealing 
w ith postwar Germany. It has been assumed th a t 
Russia was granted a “sphere of influence” roughly 
em bracing everything east of the Elbe-Adriatic line. 
It It assumed th a t Czechoslovakia was included but 
no t Norway. Yet there is no published official record 
of th e conference to prove or disprove these assump­ 
tions. 
The difficulty is th a t the more im portant conver­ 
sations at Yalta were held by Roosevelt, Stalin and 
Churchill, with only interpreters present and appar­ 
ently with no record kept. Roosevelt is dead and can­ 
not say w hat was agreed upon. Churchill can say, 
but has rem ained silent to date. Stalin, tod, has kept 
quiet, though his controlled press assumes th a t every 
extension of the Iron Curtain is right, proper and even 
leg*!. Surely one would suppose th a t if Roosevelt 
“aw arded” Czechoslovakia to Russia the Kremlin 
would be Justifying its claim now by quoting chapter 
and verse from Yalta. 
Perhaps Roosevelt agreed th a t Czechoslovakia 
should be oriented toward Moscow in foreign policy 
but should remain free and independent in domestic 
affairs. But lf th a t is true, the Communist coup a t 
Prague can hardily be called a “consolidation” of the 
Soviet position. 
The blunt truth is th at the American people and 
th eir Congress do not know w hat happened a t Yalta. 
If President Trum an and Secretary M arshall know, 
It vs their duty in this tense hour to tell the country. 
If they do not know, because of incomplete record 
kept. there should be no apologies for or resignation 
to whatever Russia w ants to do in an assumed sphere 
of influence.

In walking, care ought to be taken 
not to stub a toe: when standing in 
a street car or bus. if possible the 
individual must guard against hav­ 
ing his feet stepped on by parking 
s t a safe distance from other pas­ 
sengers. The working man who lifts 
heavy objects should be equally 
cautious. 


Another valuable preventive mea­ 
sure is the use of well fitted shoes 
and hose. This will minimize not 
only coms, calluses, and pressure 
points but trauma. 
Furthermore, 
heavy socks keep the parts warm. 
Cleanliness cannot be overempha­ 
sized. Many minor abrasions and 
scratches would never have become 
Infected had the feet been washed 
daily. When bathing or soaking the 
extremities, the water should not be 
too hot because heat Increases local 
metabolism. This in turn calls few 
more blood but since the arteries 
are narrowed and cannot deliver 
the necessary quota, tissue damage 
endues. Moreover, it is a good rule 
to keep the skin soft with olive oil, 
cocoa butter, or cold cream to dis­ 
courage cracking and callus for­ 
mation. 
Ringworm is also partial to the 
victim of poor circulation and un­ 
less this infection is controlled, it 
often proves annoying. But strong 
remedies may be dangerous for tis­ 
sues with a sluggish blood supply. 
Should they bum the area, painful 
lesions are produced and healing is 
slow. Hence only bland ointments 
or solutions are advised. Soaking 
the feet in a dilute potassium per­ 
manganate preparation is ideal in 
the circumstances.

Although there is a common belief th a t world 
hunger is attributable to the fact th a t food production 
Is far below the prew-ar volume, this is not the case. 
World food production is only seven per cent below 
prew ar figures. 
In many im portant categories, such as w heat and 
coarse grains, food has alm ost regained prew ar pro­ 
duction. and better crops are expected this year. But 
th* world has gained IO per cent in population since 
the war began despite the staggering loss of life during 
the conflict. This gain is w hat is pinching the supply 
of eatables. 
It is now clear that merely regaining prewar pro­ 
duction of food mill not be sufficient. 
Food produc­ 
tion should be stepped up at least IO per cent. A 25 
per cent hike would not create surpluses.

Congress Reflects Popular 


Desire In Reducing Taxes 


By DAVID LAWRENCE 


WASHINGTON, March 23.—Con­ 
gree. reflecting a popular cit'ire, 
has brushed aside all partisanship 
and prepared the way for a re­ 
duction In taxes on individual in­ 
comes effective this year. 
Whether P r e s i d e n t Truman 
vetoes or does not veto tile bill. 
there are more than two-thirds of 
each 
House 
who 
will 
vote 
to 
enact it. 
Tile steady, persistent pressure 
for tax reduction does not emanate 
from any erne class of individuals. 
It is a pent-up demand for relief 
from wartime tax rates. Citizen* are 
quite willing to bear high taxes as 
a sacrifice for war objectives, but 
in peacetime high tax rates become 
a form of punishment for thrift 
and talent and creative ability. 
The need for tax reduction has 
been apparent ever since the war 
ended. Congress now Is acting on 
the assumption that war is not 
ne ju t. If war cornea, tax rates will 
be lifted higher overnight. 
Cushion Against Depression 
The principal argument tor tax 
reduction is the need to protect the 
nation against depression. The pre­ 
sent-day economy is imperilled by 
the fact that individuals do not 
have enough money after meeting 
expenses to invest in securities. 
Unless risk capital is available from 
private sources, 
the government 
must furnish it. This leads to state 
socialism and the destruction of in­ 
dividual 
liberties, 
including 
the 
stifling of the private initiative 
which has built America. 
The radicals, of course, fight 
every form of tax reduction that 
can strengthen the present thrift 
! system because they want to de­ 
molish it and substitute state cap­ 
italism. It is precisely this trend 
which the CIO and other radical 
organizations have favored, little 
realizing that to destroy the private 
saving and private capital system 
is to bring the chaos from which 
communism or fascism usually rise. 
President Truman may surprise 
the country by signing the new tax 


bill Certainly he would put a lot 
of Democrats out on a limb by ask­ 
ing them to sustain a veto and 
then go before the country against 
candidates who favor tax reduc­ 
tion. 
When such a large number of 
Democrats favor a bdl. it is politi­ 
cally unwise for the President, aa 
party leader, to go contrary to their 
wishes. 
/ 
But the two-third votes are there 
in both Houses for enactment over 
the veto, and preparations are now 
in the works at the treasury to 
handle the tax reduction program. 
If. in the next two or three weeks, 
the international situation should 
show signs of growing grave, it may 
be that enough Democrats might 
change their minds and vote to sus­ 
tain a veto, but the growing belief 
now is that the crisis in world af­ 
fairs will not materially change to 
an acute stage in the near future. 
Lost Revenue Questionable 
The estimates. Incidentally, that 
have been made as to the amounts 
of revenue which will be lost on 
account of downward changes rn 
tax rates are by no means infallible. 
The experience of the country with 
decreased tax rates is that they 
stimulate business activity to such 
an extent that corporate receipts 
and miscellaneous revenue show a 
marked improvement. It would not 
be surprising if. instead of the esti­ 
mated loss of $4,800,000,000 In re­ 
venue. the treasury may actually 
lose less than half that amount. If 
so. the way will be opened to fur­ 
ther tax reduction. 
By no stretch of the imagination. 
to be sure, can the bill just passed 
by the Senate be called a normal or 
moderate tax-rate measure. It pro­ 
vides for a reduction, but the rates 
still will remain far above what 
they were in 1939. 
So far as political benefit from 
the latest reduction in taxes is 
concerned, so many Democrats have 
supported the measure as to make 
it virtually a bi-partisan affair.

Let us analyze Palestine and Tri­ 
este as examples of the pursuit of 
opportunity rather than adherence 
to principle.

Zionists who led in opposition to 
Dr. Chaim Weizmann. who. as world 
head of the Zionists, w*as willing to 
accept it. 


The then President of the 
United States, who exerted an 
unparalled influence over Amer­ 
ican Jewry, played a doable- 
game. 
supporting 
both

Jewish and British positions 
with such skill as only he coaid 
display. 


Subsequently war came and went. 
The Arabs

complicated problems of their wan­ 
ing 
empire, 
courted 
them.

Roosevelt then supported both the 
Jews and the Arabs so ingeniously 
that he kept, for himself, the sup­ 
port of the American Jews on elec­ 
tion day, while he assisted the 
Arabs to recreate a universal state, 
financed by American money and 
credits. 
Harry* Truman inherited this sit­ 
uation and viewed it strictly in 
terms of an American election is­ 
sue. He wanted to preserve the 
economic advantages of our associa­ 
tion with the Arab universal state, 
whereas George Marshall wanted to 
maintain rigidly the diplomatic and 
military alliance with Great Britain 
which is the basis of his policy*. But 
they did not wish to antagonize 
the Jewish vote in big cities. 
a 
The Partition Plan was put 
over by the United States on the 
assumption that it would assist 
Truman to be re-elected. As 
soon aa Harry Truman's calcula­ 
tors were assured that not only 
would he not carry New York 
State, but that Henry Wallace 
would probably get more votes 
in New York City than Truman, 
the President and his amazing 
Secretary of State decided to 
kill Partition, which they have 
done—killing the last vestige 
of UN authority along with it. 


Their only excuse for killing Par­ 
tition is that they cannot put it 
over, largely because they fear an 
international force lest the Russians 
demand representation on it equal 
to that of the United States. Were 
such a force composed of Citizens 
of countries other than the United 
States and Russia, it would un­ 
doubtedly include soldiers from Be- 
hind-the-Iron-Curtain 
countries. 
Having no desire to face that issue, 
they junk the Charter of the United 
Nations. Is this the time and the 
way to abandone it? 
Again. Trieste was 
an 
Italian 
city with a mixed population in­ 
cluding Yugoslavs. It should have 
remained Italian, but to placate 
Stalin and Tito, we endangered the 
national existence of Italy, threat­ 
ened the peace of the Mediterran­ 
ean and imperiled France by mak­ 
ing Trieste a “free territory’’ under 
a Governor-General appointed by 
the United Nations. 


Junked and the Ila liana, an tbs 
eve of an election, are encour­ 
aged to believe that Trieste will 
be returned to them. This is, of 
course, an election bribe and 
may ba wonderful policy. 


Manchuria and Ethiopia killed the 
League of Nations. Palestine and 
Trieste can kill the United Nation! 
Just as effectively. Is that the way 
the Administration in Washington 
wants it? If so. why not simply 
withdraw from UN and say that it 
was all a mistake? That would 
make more sense than the immature, 
opportunistic conduct of the past 
six months.

BIG GAME MAKES 
COMEBACK IN U. S. 


WASHINGTON, March 23 {¡P) — 
Big game is making a big comeback 
in America. 
Continuing an upward trend which 
has existed since the nation became 
seriously interested in game con­ 
servation, the Fish and Wildlife 
Service said today, the U. S. big 
game population increased 25 per 
cent from 1943 to 1946. 
Aside from improved game m an­ 
agement. experts said, the increase 
was due in part to a war-time short­ 
age of hunting ammunition and of 
transportation. 
The seiwice estimated th at big 
game—deer, principally—at the end 
of 1946 totaled 8,240,000, compared 
with 6,598,422 in 1943. 
Of the total, 7,375,200 were deer. 
These animals have made a re­ 
covery from a 1915 low of 3,000,000. 
Big game consists of game ani­ 
mals on the hoof—and bears. 
Most of the animals—67 per cent 
—are to be found on state and pri­ 
vate lands. National forests harbor 
28 per cent, grazing districts 3 per 
cent, and national parks and In ­ 
dian reservation, 1 per cent each. 
Kansas is the only state with no 
big game at all.

Americans Express Growing Fear 


Over Russia's World Inlenlions

PRIN C ETO N . N. J., March 23 — 
The concern of the American people 
over Soviet Russia s policies has 
risen markedly over the past two 
years and continues to grow. 
Following the fall of Czechoslo­ 
vakia there has been a substantial 
drop in the number of people who 
feel that Russia's actions are in ­ 
tended merely to build protection 
against m ilitary attack. 
Over a two year period there has 
been a considerable shift in senti­ 
ment concerning her intentions. The 
Institute has asked this identical 
Question on several occasions since 
the Spring of 1946.

The rank and file of American 
voters have consistently favored a 
“ tougher'* policy in Russian rela­ 
tions than the nation's leaders have 
chosen to follow.

also that we should be ready to 
take m ilitary’ steps, if necessary.
